FOREIGN. 


LATE FROM EUROPE. 


The London packet ship Leeds, Cap- 


tain Sprague, arrived at New York on 
the 7th inst. from London and Ports- 
mouth, having sailed from the latter 
port on the 9th ult. By this arrival the 
editors of the Commercial Aclvertisei 
have received London papers to the eve- 
ning1 of the 8th, inclusive. 
' It will be seen by the extracts given 
below, from the Courier and the Sun, 
that the reported blockade of the Dar- 
danelles, by the Russians, is true; and 
there are some indications that this 
measure may possibly interrupt the 
good understanding between Great 
Britain and Russia. 


The accounts from the Russian Ar- 


my reach to the 17th of September, at 
which time they maintained their po- 
sition, but the general impression ap- 
peared to be thafthey would noi be a- 
fcle to make any decisive movement the 
present season. They would accor- 
dingly have to recross the Danube to 
take up winter quarters.j The accounts 
from Ireland have an awful squinting1 
towards a civile-evolution in that ill-fa- 
ted country. 
The proclamation of the 


Marquis of Anglesea, leads to the con- 
viction, in our minds, that serious re- 
sults are anticipated from the popular 
movements in some of the counties.— 
A Dublin correspondent of the London 
Courier says, under date of the 3d Oct. 
the proclamation had averted for a 
while a crisis which, during the last 
fortnight, was unavoidably looked upon 
as inevitable. 
Past experience had led 


to the conclusion that the designs of the 
mal-contetits were only deferred to "a 
more convenient season.'' 


Accounts had been received in Lon- 


don of the military operations before 
Shumla to the 13th, and befoie Varna 
to the 17th of Sept, No attack has 
been made upon Shumla, and the bulle- 
tin merely announces that the Russian 
troops maintained their positions in 
front of that place; but there appears 
to have been very warm work at Varna. 
The Russians have evidently directed 
their principal efforts against that for- 
tress, and, according to their own ac- 
count, they had succeeded on the 14th 
in making a breach, and obtaining pos- 
session of an entrance to it: A flag of 
truce being sent into the fortress, a con- 
ference took place between Admiral 
Greig and the Turkish Governor; but 
the negotiations were broken off, the 
object of the Pacha being, it is alleged, 
only to give time, and the cannonade 
recommenced on the 15th. It is prob- 
able that the Emperor Nicholas will 
spare no sacrifice to obtain possession 
of this fortress, before that period of 
the season arrives at which the cam- 
paign must close. If it do not capitu- 
late, and an attempt be made to carry it 
by storm, the carnage will be dreadful, 
for it is stated in private letters, written 
1>~y Russian officers serving with the be- 
sieging army, that the garrison, 25,000 
strong, was resolved to defend the place 
to the last extremity. 
-The London Courier of the 8th says, 


*'The operations before Shumla seem 
to linger, and no further attacks have 
been made upon the Turks. It is evi- 
dent that the Russian Army will soon 
make a retrograde movement; indeed, 
the hospitals and magazines have been 
already moved to Jem Bazar. 
The 


Grand Vizier has effected his junction 
with Hussien Pacha. The campaign 
may now be considered as nearly at an 
end/' 


The Turks have been defeated under 


the walls of Akhaizik, in Asia Minor, 
and their camp taken possession of by 
the Russians. The Russian General 
Kovolkow was killed in the engagement. 


The Turkish marine, which was al- 


most destroved in the battle of Navari- 


Froin Constantinople we learn that 


the capital was enjoying; the greatest 
tranquility ; but the auger of the Bui- 
tan continued unabated against the Pa- 
cha of Egypt for having consented to 
the evacuation of Greece bylbrahimPa- 
cha. 
The people were continually a- 


mused with reports of victories which 
the Porte published without inter- 
mission, but in which the inhabi- 
tants of Pera were not disposed to put 
implicit faith. 
It is said the Saphis 


were hovering over the Russian army 
as far as the Danube, and had captured 
the military chest containing 500,000 
silver rubles. 
The Porte is said to 


have dispatched couriers both to the 
Viceroy of Egypt, and to Ibrahim, in 
order, if possible, to prevent the con- 
tention with Admiral Codrington from 
jeing carried into eilect. 
It was as- 


serted at Constantinople that accounts 
From Alexandria stated that the Vice- 
~oy had, with great repugnance, a- 
^reed to the evacuation of the Morea, 
and was induced to give the order to 
hat effect solely by the threat of Ad- 
miral Coclrington to blockade all the 
.ports in Egypt, and to bombard that of 
Alexandria, unless Ibrahim Pacha re- 
ceived instructions to quit the Pelopon- 
nesus'. 


We learn from St. Petersburgh that 


the Russians were resolved upon ma- 
king further efforts to recruit their ar- 
my, in order to carry on the war against 
Turkey with additional vigor ;—aud 
that a third levy is to be made of lour 
out of every 500 men throughout Rus- 
sia. 
This (says the Sun) is a forcible 


commentary upon the Emperor's pro- 
fessions of moderation. Reckoning the 
number of men in Russia capable of 
bearing arms, at 15 millions, the pro- 
portion of four out of every 500 would 
produce a levy of 120,000. 


The report, says the London Couri- 


er, of Turkey meaning to declare war 
against Erance, obtains credit with the 


no, has, in some measure, repaired its 
losses.

. brigs are preparing to enter the Black 


Sea, and to raise the blockade of the 
ports invested by the Russians; or, al 
least, to introduce provisions a«d 
troops inlo them. 


The Lord Lieut, of Ireland has is- 


sued a proclamation, prohibiting un- 
lawful meetings, acting in concert, and 
assuming the appearance of military ar- 
ray and discipline, lo ihe well founded 
terror of his Majcsiy-s liege subjects, 
and endangering ihe public safely, 
charging all sheriffs, Sec. to be aiding 
and assisting in the execution of the 
lawSj and preventing joich meetings. 


VIENNA, Sept. 32. 


The Russian Bulletin of Sept. 9, de- 


tailing the affairs which have taken 
place near Choumla, has produced here 
a great sensation- It is believed thai 
the Grand Vizier, after his junction 
with Hussien Bey, will renew the at- 
tack upon the Russians, and should he 
succeed, a general retreat on their pan 
must be the consequence. Bui even 
should they brat the Turks and enter 
Vama, it is almost sure thai they v.131 
re-cro^s the Danube 10 t<ske up canton- 
ment djiring the autumn and winter.— 
The Emperor Nicholas promised the 
Empress, when he quilted hpr, that he 
*hould»oor« ;>!_e her in bt Petersbur-. 


Paris papers, which argue, that as the 
intention of the Porte was known to be 
as hostile as ever to the emancipation 
of Greece, and as a Turkish army is 
said to be destined to the Morea to act 
against the French, a declaration oi' 
war may naturally be expected. 


Greece, from the accounts of the 


German papers, appears to be more 
tranquil than usual. At Arta, and oth 
er places in that dibtrict, the peoph 
seem inclined to arrange their ditieren 
ces with the Porte ; and the Albanian 
chiefs have addressed a. petition to the 
Sultan, in which they only ask for a 
change of the local functionaries. 
BLOCKADE OF THE DARDANELLES. 


"Foreign Ojfice, London, Oct. \. 


"H. M. Government have received 


information that is the intention of H. 
I. M. the Emperor of Russia, to estab- 
lish the blockade of the Dardanelles.— 
This blockade will be limited to the 
prevention of vessels bound to Con- 
stantinople, and laden -with provisions 
or articles of contraband war, from en- 
tering the straits.^' 


The London Courier in publishing 


the above, remarks, "We have not con- 
sented to the blockade. No formal no- 
tification has yet been made to us. His 
Majesty's intention has merely been no- 
tified, and that notice vt as conveyed to 
Llo)ci's. 
Lord Aberdeen declared in 


his speech, on the 18th of July, that it 
•was impossible for the two neutrals to 
co-operate with the belligerent under 
the Treaty, until the Emperor waved 
his belligerent rights in the Mediterra- 
nean.' 
.His Imperial Majesty volun- 


tarily gave his assurance, that he would 
wave his right as a belligerent—and 
we co-operated -with him. 
But if his 


Imperial Majesty resume his belliger- 
ent rights, it may be inferred that he 
will lose our co-operation in the Med- 
iterranean." 


The same paper of Oct. 7th, says,— 


"It having been asserted that the Dar- 
danelles were actually blockaded before 
any communication v\as made to our 
Government, we have to reply, that ac- 
cording to the last accounts the block- 
ade had noi taken place, and may not 
take place for some time. 


"Whatever may have been the pro- 


ceedings of Russia, our Government, 
we repeat, will know how io afford the 
most cfiectua! protection to British 
commerce and ihe national character."'

AVe have reason to understand, al- 


though the Earl of Aberdeen notified 
to Lloyd's the intention of Russia to 
blockade the Dardanelles, that our 
Government do not intend to recognise 
thai blockade, as being attempted noi 
only In direct violation of the promises 
made by Russia, bui contrary to the 
spirit of the treaty of London, as well 
as subversive of our commercial inter- 
ests. 
With this view, a remonstrance 


of the TOQSI decided character has been 
forwyrdeu to ihc Emperor Nicholas, 
couched in terms which will admit of 
no equivocation- 
The answer must be 


entirely satisfactory, or the reverse ; 
there can be no medium ; the alterna- 
tive is peace or war. 
The Russians 


have stolen a march upon our Govern- 
77;er.t by taking advantage of their prox- 
imhy to the Dardanelles, and ordering 
their fleet to blockade r,: but ihev will 


find that they have overreached them- 
selves in this particular, if they adopt 
any measures which may bring them 
into collision with Sir Pulteney Mal- 
colm's fleet. We understand that up- 
on the Emperor's intention to block- 
ade the Dardanelles, our Government 
lo.st not a moment in apprising Admi- 
ral Malcolm of the altered circumstan- 
ces of the case, and directing him how 
to act. But to render their instructions 
still more effective, they determined up- 
on reinforcing his fleet without delay ; 
and such is the urgency in fitting out 
the men-of-war, that every ship has or- 
ders to sail as soon as ready, without 
waiting-for others, 
bi addition to the 


ships already under orders, we have 
reason to suspect that two more line of 
battle ships are secretly preparing for 
sea. Their destination is not known, 
but it may be guessed at.

LATEST FRO>'l ENGLAND. 
By the packet slap Silvanus Jenkins, 


Capt, Allen, arrived at New York on 
the 15th inst., London papers to the 
10th, and Liverpool to the 11th Octo- 
ber, inclusive, were received. 
The 


most interesting intelligence to this 
country, says the Gazette, is the fact of 
the continued and progressive advance 
in grain. 


The news from the Russians is any 


thing but favorable to their prospects. 
It will be seen by our extracts, that they 
were about to make a retrograde move- 
ment. 
One fact is mentioned which 


shows that they must have had some 
very severe fighting—the sick and 
wounded are said to amount to between 
S0,000 and 40,000 men ! 


There was an evident anxiety in the 


public mind in England, with regard to 
their relations with Russia, and there 
were various rumors in circulation, cal- 
culated to create a belief that there 
would be a rupture between the two 
countries. With reference to the block- 
ade of the Dardanelles, the 'Sun' holds 
the following language: 


"That Russia has blockaded the 


Dardanelles, or any other passage or 
port belonging to Turkey, there cannot 
be a doubt, so far as her rights as a bel- 
ligerent are simply concerned, but 
when Russia had waived those rights, 
under peculiar circumstances, she can- 
not be allowed to re-assume them with- 
out the previous consent of those who 
were interested in their previous relin- 
quishment, and must be equally inter- 
ested in their subsequent resumption 
It is upon this point alone that Russia 
has either committed an error or pro- 
voked remonstrance, if not hostility, II 
Russia foresaw^that the exercise of her 
fleets in the Mediterranean, of all the 
rights of war. would not be welcome to 
other nations—perhaps not tolerated 
by them—then, indeed, it showed her 
dexterity and apparent self-denial in 
waiving the exercise of such rights.— 
But it cannot now be allowed to her to 
resume at pleasure what she was com- 
pelled to waive through necessity. We 
should not at all be surprised to hear, 
if the Russian fleet insists upon blocka- 
ding the Dardanelles, that Admiral 
Malcolm, in the clue exercise of his dis- 
creiion, should bring about another e- 
.vent as "untoward" as that of Na\ arm." 


LIVERPOOL, Oct. 11. 


Letters from Vienna, which appear 


entitled to credit, announce, quite posi- 
tively, that the siege of Shumla has 
been raised, and the Russians in full re- 
treat from before that formidable posi- 
tion. They are further described as ex- 
periencing 
considerable 
embarrass- 


ment in the removal of the sick and 
wounded soldiers who amount to the 
distressing number of between 30 and 
40,000 men. 
The anxiety for the next 


-accounts of the proceedings of the Em- 
peror Nicholas and Count Woi-onzofF 
is very great. If Varna should be suc- 
cessfully defended, or the Russians 
much crippled by the carnage of an as- 
sault upon 20,000 or 30,000 Turks, be- 
hind even impaired fortifications, there 
is no calculating what may be the con- 
sequences to the invading army, even 
should the capture of Varna close the 
present campaign. 


A Turkey Mail arrived on Thursday 


with accounts from Constantinople to 
the 12th, (a lew letters to the 14th) and 
from Smyrna of the 4th of September. 
Their contents may be thus briefly sta- 
ted :—The capture of the small port of 
Bourgass, on the Black Sea, is confirm- 
ed ; it was, however, only iv-o hours in 
possession of the Russian squadron; the 
inhabitants assembled from all parts of 
the surrounding country, and having 
driven in the Russian outposts, the 
whole of the troops re-embarked. 
The 


Sultan remains at Constantinople; and 
it is now stated that the standard ol 
Mahomet will not be unfurled, as the 
Tartars have brought intelligence fiom 
the frontiers, that the Russian soldiers 
are in such a miserable state, from the 
clinaale and disease, and the want of 
food, that they are unable lo withstand 
the-furious -sorties of the Turkish gar- 
rison. A reinforcement of 10,000 men, 
with a supply of provisions, is ordered 
lo proceed lo Varna, and the report 
was, that ihc fleet would proceed to 
raise in*: blockade of Varna, and cut off 
the chance which the Russian ari«jes 
have in passing into winter quarters by 
iheir transports to Odessa.

TO PUB PUBLIC. 


When 1 found myself called upon on 


n recent occasion to reply to a writer 
in the Winyaw Intelligencer, under the 
signature of "Union," I was well a- 
ware, that by impugning1 statements, 
which could only have been derived 
from one of the South Carolina Delega- 
tion in Congress, 1 should probably' 
bring before the public, the real author 
of all the charges' which had of late been 
so industriously circulated against his 
colleagues. 
Jn exposing to the world 


the source of these accusations, I felt 
that I should do a simple act of justice 
lo my colleagues, and render an accept- 
able service to the public. It is true 
that I was at no loss myself as to the in- 
dividual from whom alone these char- 
ges could have emanated. 
I knew of 


course that none but a member of the 
delegation could pretend to be aware of 
the measures proposed, or the senti- 
ments expressed at a private meeting 
among themselves in the city of Wash- 
ington,'and I must be permitted, in jus- 
tice to my colleagues, to add, that there 
•was but one individual in the delega- 
tion, whom I could suspect of having 
"given publicity to the'-unguarded ex- 
pressions which may have f<Jicn from 
his colleagues in the course of free and 
friendly intercourse. 
The letter ad- 


dressed to me, therefore, in the last 


- Winyaw Intelligencer, under the signa- 
ture of Thomas R. Mitchell, has excited 
-in my bosom neither surprise nor indig- 
nation. In the mere disclosure to the 
world of the name of the accuser, every 


*•

thing has been accomplished which was 
necessary to the vindication of the del- 
egation. 
- Mr. Mitchell does indeed attempt to 


~ separate, himself from the anonymous 


writers who had assailed the delegation. 
For the grave and serious charges pre- 
ferred by those writers, he has substi- 
tuted others of a very different charac- 
ter ; and after having given currency to 
the heaviest imputations against his 
colleagues, he now affects to consider 
himself as "forced to speak" upon a 
subject which he had not even contrib- 
uted to-bring before the world. He 
tells -us, "that he does not even know 
the author of Union ;'' and that/us state- 
ffients'were communicated only "to a few 
of the .most enlightened and confidential 
of his constituents, with no view that 


- they should Criminate others—still less 


that they should be published, $c.'! But 
•while Mr.-Mitchell has'taken to himself 
my denunciation of the authors of ihe 
charges against the delegation, he has 
not attempted to explain how the sen- 
timents and opinions expressed by his 
colleagues at a private meeting in Wash- 
ington, have come to be the subject of 
public discussion. He has not told us, 
how charges impugning the conduct of 
his colleagues on that occasion, could 
have found their way into the public 
prints, except through the agency of 
Mr. Mitchell himself, or his confiden- 
tial friends. 
He has not told us, how it 


has happened, that during his late can- 
vass (if report speaks true) his own 
claims to a re-election were openly sup- 
ported on the ground, that he alone had 
been faithful to the Constitution, while 
most of his colleagues were plotting ua 
dissolution of the Union."1 I feel that it 
is unnecessary to press this point fur- 
ther. No one can fail to award to Mr. 
Mitchell whatever credit he may be cn- 


. titled to for having brought before the 


public the proceedings of his colleagues 
at Washington, whether those procee- 
dings shall be considered as censurable 
or otherwise; and if it shall appear that 
those proceedings have been*grossly 
misrepresented, it will be for him to 
explaiirthc source of these misrepre- 
sentations. 


I shall now proceed to show what the 


charges preferred against the delega- 
tion icere, and what they »tw arc-—from 
•tthich it will appear that Mr. Mitchell, 
when brought before the bar of the pub- 
lic, has not only abandoned almost eve- 
ry one of the charges originally prefer- 
red against bis colleagues, but very a- 
droitly substituting others of a dij/'crctil 
import, has attempted to withdraw ihe 
public attention from the true charac- 
ter of the accusation and of the accu- 
ser. 
Xo one will deny thai the charge. 


heretofore preferred against the South 
Carolina delegation, consisted substan- 
tially in this, thai they had hdd a mift- 
Ing at my house in Washington last irin- 
ter, immediately after ihc passage of Iht 
T'lfijf 
l-nv\ for Ihe purpose of'decking 


plans lo fj/ttin seprirfiiionofthe, 
SM<x—- 


the se~\eral plans proposed for thai pur- 
pose wore at the same lime plainly set 
forth, and "the fnta] determination ;.- 
dopted," distinctly stated. The follow- 
ing; were the most material of these 
pUns, as set forth by the writers in 
question : 


1st. That in order to{*end a 


political connexion iciih the § 
[or in other words to eaToct a dissolu- 
tion of the Union,] '-the tuembcrs slovM 
imwtdiattly abandon their scat* and re- 
turn 
tome.'* 
I 


3d. 'Thai it \rwproposed and "the de- 


lerinination finally adopted," that the 
members on their return home, should 
make every effort "/« inculcate snch doc- 
trines as would induce the people lo agree 
to and advocate a separation of the Mates." 


Stich was "the substance" of the accu- 


sation which 1 was specially called up- 
on to at/mil or deny. 
It will be seen at 


once, that its uery essence consists in im- 
puting to the delegation the design of ef- 
fecting a DISSOLUTION OF THE UNION'. 
and that this was the true object of a 
meeting held at my house in the City 
of Washington, "called," as il was said, 
"to consult upon measures to be pursu- 
ed as regards the Tariff law." 
If, in- 


stead of assuming this imposing form, 
the accusation had consisted in impu- 
ting, (as Mr. Mitchell has attempted to 
do,) to certain members of the delega- 
tion the expression of particular opin- 
ions, (which, whether correct or incor- 
rect, have 710 bearing whatever, either 
on the character of the meeting, or the 
"determinationsadopted,")! should not 
have troubled the public with one word 
upon the subject. 
Having publicly de- 


nied that the meeting at my house in 
Washington, had any other object than 
to consult about the measures proper 
to be pursued in relation to the Tariff"; 
having denied that any proposition was 
made "to dissolve our political connex- 
ion with the government/'^, either by 
"the withdrawal of the members/' or 
in any other mode, I had certainly a 
right to expect thatsomeditempt would 
have been made lo sustain these, charges, 
or that their falsehood would ha^e been 
acknowledged. 


But while Mr. Mitchell makes no at- 


tempt whatever to sustain these allega- 
tions, (which as 1 have shown could on- 
ly have originated with himself and 
friends) while in fact he does not even 
pretend that the object of the meeting 
in question was "a dissolution of the U- 
nion," or that it was even "determi- 
ned" to persuade the people, ''to agree 
to a separation of the States,'3 he turns 
aside, and attempts to detail the conver- 
sation of several members of the delega- 
tion, and makes up a new issue, wheth- 
er certain sentiments were or were not 
expressed by particular individuals ?—• 
The mere statement of the case, de- 
monstrates the injustice of the accusa- 
tion heretofore preferred against the 
Delegation. 
But as Mr. Mitchell has 


thought proper to prefer other charges, 
and to introduce casual remarks said to 
have been made by myself and ctners, 
on the occasion alluded to, it becomes 
necessary to take some further notice of 
his statements. 


Considering the character of all free 


conversations, the utter impossibility of 
stating them fully and accurately, it is 
with unfeigned reluctance that I find 
myself constrained to follow Mr. Mitch- 
ell, in his course. 
But, it is impossible 


to submit to the misstatement of my 
own remarks ; there is no alternative 
left, but to give as full an account of 
what was actually said, as can now be 
furnished by my own recollection and 
that of my colleagues, whose statements 
(as far as they have as yet been recei- 
ved) are subjoined. It was O'lcgcd by 
the writer of "Union/' that a proposi- 
tion was submitted, "that the members 
should abandon their seats in Congress, 
return home, and thereby end all politico I 
connexion with the Government?'' 
I de- 


nied that any such proposition was sub- 
mitted to the Delegation or decided by them, 
and in this denial it will be seen that 1 
am fully sustained by the statements of 
every member of the delegation. 
Mr. 


Mitchell, however, dropping entirely 
the most essential ingredient in the ac- 
cusa'ion, the avowed purpose of adopt- 
ing this measure uin order to put an 
end to all further political connexion 
with the Government/' now assert.s, 
that a proposition was made by one of 
our members''that we should forniullv 
secede from Congress, return home, 
and say to our constituents, that our 
services were no longer of any use."— 
Now!, it will be seen from th>- annexed 
statements, that ihe facts are, that one 
of the delegation, }_Mr. I lamiltunj M ilh- 
oul proposing that the member-, .should 
"formally secede/' or submitting, in- 
deed, any proposition whatever on ihe 
subject,—merely expressed hisntrn indi- 
vidual inclinalwn to pursue that 
not as a measure that was lo 
all political connexion of 4lSoulh Caro- 
lijia with the Federal Government,'" 
but simply because, in Major Hamil- 
ton's opinion, (now the tariff had pas- 
sed) his services in Washington v.en 
no longer of any use. It appears ih.il 
c^cry member of the Delegation was 
opposed to the course the Major had 
determined to pursue, .:nd yet Mr. 
Miichell seems, even now, to shudder 
at the fearful responsibility which was 
nearly thrown upon him, ''of remaining 
alone in Washington in opposition to 
the views of the whole Delegation."— 
The NCM point thai requires notice is,

Here MJ*. Miichoj! seems to admit that

vett any ^proposition" to that effect 
submitted, thus acknowledging the en- 
tire want of any foundation, in truth, 
of the most material of all the charges 
preferred against the delegation. JJut 
he tells us, that certain other propositions 
were submittted (by whom he does riot 
state,) none of which it seems, however, 
were finally agreed to, but which, to- 
gether with all the other plans, were fi- 
nally abandoned at my instance,—lest any 
increase of excitement in South Caro- 
lina might prove injurious to the elec- 
tion of Gen. Jackson." 
Thus, then, it 


would appear, from Mr. Mitchell's own 
showing, that, so far from it having 
been agreed lo excite the People so as to 
induce them "to agree to a separation 
of the States/' it was finally determined 
to allay the excitement. 
As I presume 


1 am not the individual alluded to, as 
having made the propositiops described 
by Mr. Mitchell, it is not incumbent on 
me to notice them further. 
I cannot 


refrain, however, from saying, that 
without admitting that Mr. Mitchell 
has stated these propositions correctly, 
it is difficult to conceive what censure 
he desires to attach to any one, when he 
charges him with proposing "a free 
communication with the principal men 
in his district on the subject of the Ta- 
riff"—or that the members should com- 
municate with each other "on the state 
of the public feeling"—or even that 
they should ''meet at Columbia,"—un- 
less, indeed, the object of such a meet- 
ing h<td been (a1; Mr. M alleges) for the 
purpose of defining and maturing some 
jiltm of action for the Stale Government"— 
which the statement of Col. Drayton 
conclusively disproves. 


Mr. Mitchell has next thought prop- 


er to impute lo mepersonally the expres- 
sion of certain opinions with regard to 
the power and resources of the State,\v hich, 
from the connection in which they are pla- 
ced with certain observations attributed 
to Mr. M'Duffie, leaves no doubt of the 
design to represent me as adcocating a 
separation of the slates. As the expres- 
sion of these opinions constitutes the 
only ojfence specially laid to my charge 
either by Mr. Mitchell or his friends, I 
think proper to give it a special notice. 
I deny, then, that I made any one of the 
observations attributed to me. It will ap- 
pear from the statements of Col. Dray- 
ton and Maj. Hamilton, that the "re- 
marks which Mr. Mitchell thinks prop- 
er to attribute to me, were actually made 
by one of those gentlemen. The public 
will thus see what reliance is to be pla- 
ced on Mr. Mitchell's statements, when 
designed, as this unquestionably was, 
deeply to implicate the conduct of an 
individual. But, while I thus relieve 
myself from the only charge which has 
been preferred against me, personal- 
ly,—if it will afford Mr. M. or his 
friends any gratification to know my 
opinion on the subject, I will say to 
them, that I concur entirely with Major 
Hamilton in the belief that the Federal 
Government possesses no power to co- 
erce a Sovereign State by enforcing an 
unconstitutional law at the point of the 
bayonet,—and I rejoice, for the sake of 
the Southern States, and the liberties 
of my country, that it is so. 
1 rejoice 


"that the standing army is a mere hand- 
ful of men/'—that "no Southern [or 
any otherj militia will ever consent to 
take up arms against our people," and 
that our gallant brethren of Virginia 
and North Carolina "cwili never permit 
the passage of troops through their 
territories for the purpose of subjecting 
South Carolina/' 
And if any Caroli- 


nian feels or wishes it to be otherwise, 
I envy him neither his feelings nor his 
patriotism. 


With regard to the charges brought 


forward against Mr. M'Dufiiic, I will 
onlv say I heard no such remark «b 
that attributed to him by Mr. Mitchell. 
Mr. ?>l*Duffie. however, is too capable 
of defending himself to need any assis- 
tance from me. 
J now take leave of 


this subject. 
Xo one can abhor a news- 


paper controvcrsv morc-than 1 do. 1 
ua» constrained in the first instance to 
appear before the public, or to submit 
lo the imputation ofhaving bad a meet- 
ing of the South Carolina Delegation at 
.'„•;?/ oini hov-sr for the purpose of dsrhixs;

or paper, purporting or evidencing, or 
inieiulhig to purport or evidence, that 
any sum less than five doHars will bo 
paid to ihe order of any person, or Jo 
any person receiving or holding such 
note, bill, check, ticket or paper, or ;<> 
;he bearer cf *.he sxme. *i thai it will i>^ 


received in" payment of any debt or de- 
mand, or that the bearer of the same, or 
any 'person receiving or holding the 
same, will be entitled to receive any 
goods or effects of the value of any sum 
less than Jive dollars; and that from and 
after the said 1st day of January next, 
it shall not be lawful for any person or 
persons, or body corporate, to make, is- 
sue or pay away, pass, exchange or 
transfer, or cause to be made, issued, 
paid away, passed, exchanged or trans- 
ferred, any bank note, bill, ticket or pa- 
per, purporting to be a bank note, or of 
the nature, character or appearance of 
a bank note, or calculated for circula- 
tion as a bank note, of any less denomi- 
nation than five dollars. •

and that without any demand upon the 
drawer or acceptor, or any endorser or 
pa'rty to the same. • 


SECT. 5. And be it further enacted by 


the authority aforesaid, That any person 
or persons, or body corporate, who 
shall have paid away, passed, exchan- 
ged or transferred any such note, bill, 
check, ticket or paper, shall be liable to 
any holder hereof, and shall pay to hira 
or her, together with the principal sum 
expressed therein, interest thereon to 
be calculated at and after the rate of 
twenty per cent, per annum, from the 
time when such note, bill, check, ticket 
or paper, was first issued, and that 
without any demand on the drawer or 
acceptor or any endorser or party to 
the same. 


SECT. 6. And be it further enacted by 


the authority aforesaid, That in the trial 
or hearing of any suit or action vhich 
may- be brought upon any such note, 
bill, check, ticket or paper, if the time 
when the same was first issued shall not 
be clearly proved, then the same shall 
be deemed and taken to have been first 
issued one year before the bringing of 
such suit or action, and interest shall 
be calculated thereon, at the rate of 
twenty per cent, accordingly. 


SECT. 7. And be itfurtiier enacted by 


the authority aforesaid, That so much of 
the fifth section of the act passed the 
eleventh day of April, 1827, entitled "an 
act to establish a bank in the county of 
Lebanon and for other nurocses,"' as

prohibited any bank incorporated by 
this commonwealth from receiving af- 
ter the first of Ssptemher last, any notes 
of banks not authorised by the laws of
